UNPLUGGING EDM? 



Officials drop few hints 
about talk of music 
genre’s future in city

In the wake of a ban on electronic dance 
music at the troubled Congress Theater, city 
officials are discussing the future of EDM in 
Chicago— but are tight-lipped about the ex- 
act nature of those discussions. 

In a move that drew comparisons to “Foot- 
loose,” EDM shows are banned indefinitely 
from the Congress under a deal filed with the 
city and signed by owner Eddie Carranza and 
city Liquor Control Commissioner Gregory 
Steadman. 

Aid. Joe Moreno (ist) called the blanket ban 
a “blunt instrument” but said it was necessary 
to ensure safety at the theater, where he said 
EDM shows have gotten out of hand. 

“Historically, at these shows, they haven’t 
been able to handle the crowds they get,” he 
said, citing incidents of heavy drug use, loiter- 
ing and inadequate security at the Congress, 
which is in his ward. 

In one high-profile incident in 2011, an 
18 -year-old woman was raped near the theater 
after she could not get into a DJ show at the 
Congress. 

What does the ban mean for the future of 
local EDM shows? After three days of phone 
calls and emails to city officials in several de- 
partments, all RedEye could confirm is that 
they are talking about the issue on some level. 

Two spokeswomen for city hall declined 
to comment, directing questions to the city’s 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection 
department, which oversees liquor licensing. 
The EDM ban signed by Carranza was filed 
with Business Affairs. 

A spokeswoman for Business Affairs initial- 
ly agreed to answer questions about the ban, 
but then declined, saying that discussions still 
were ongoing within multiple city depart- 
ments. She also declined to say what exactly 
was being discussed, and would not answer 
questions about the Congress’ agreement to 
ban EDM shows — a document that is a mat- 
ter of public record. 

Moreno said city officials assured him the 
city has banned certain styles of music from 
specific venues before, though they did not 
provide further details. The city has targeted 
dance music before: In 2000, an ordinance 
was passed fining DJs and promoters up to 
$10,000 if they did not register their raves 


with the city 

Representatives of the team behind Lolla- 
palooza, whose phenomenally popular Perry’s 
Stage features EDM, declined to comment. 

The Congress Theater was built in the mid- 
1920s as a “movie palace” and earned land- 


mark status in 2002. The theater closed last 
year after a long string of code violations and 
a legal battle with the city which alleged on 
several occasions that the building is unsafe. 
Rumors have swirled since the closing that 
owner Eddie Carranza plans to sell; Carranza

declined to comment for this story 

Other cities have had problems with EDM 
shows. The genre’s popularity has exploded 
in recent years, and concerts can draw large, 
energetic crowds. Drug use— especially use of 
MDMA, or Molly— reportedly is widespread. 

Toronto briefly banned EDM shows from 
certain city-owned venues this year, citing 
safety concerns about drug and alcohol use 
by underage kids. The ruling was reversed 
just a few weeks later, with one city council- 
lor calling the original ban a “rash decision.” 
Promoters for a festival in New York City re- 
portedly banned items ranging from markers 
to unsealed tampons in an attempt to curb 
drug use. 

Two people died earlier this month in Co- 
lumbia, Md., after attending the Mad De- 
cent Block Party festival. Two others died at 
the Veld Music Festival in Toronto the same 
weekend. The deaths all were apparently con- 
nected to drug use. 

Moreno was quick to mention that local 
venues besides the Congress are capable of 
hosting EDM shows safely 

“I’m a big fan of Girl Talk,” Moreno said. “I 
saw him at the Congress and I saw him at the 
Empty Bottle. ... They were able to handle it. 
The Congress was not at the time.” 

Moreno also said the Congress had hosted 
other styles of music without serious inci- 
dent. 

“There weren’t problems when we had a 
few country shows,” he said. “When it was 
traditional Latino music, there weren’t those 
problems.” 

The Congress was being punished, he said, 
for “allowing for that kind of culture to exist 
and not having that security in place.”

Ban EDM? What is 
this. ‘Footloose? 
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You might be wondering, “Well, how do 
you define an EDM show?” Don’t worry they 
addressed that too. 

‘An EDM performance shall be defined as 
a performance of Electronic Dance Music 
or any performance by a DJ or multiple DJs 
featured the playing of pre recorded music. 
Performers that incorporate electronic beats 
or prerecorded music in their acts shall be al- 
lowed, provided those performers either sing 
vocals or play an instrument(s) (or do both) 
during their performance.” 

This whole thing comes as a response to var- 
ious arrests after fights and a tragic rape that 
occurred after an EDM show at the Congress 
back in 2011. So instead adding security or 
increasing initiatives to crack down on drugs, 
the decision has been made to slap a poorly 
defined ban on an entire genre of music. 

This response is completely ridiculous, 
especially considering the fact that, you

INE-YEAR-OLD Antonio Smith was gunned down on a cement slab a few feet away from the railroad tracks that 
have long served as the dividing line between rival gangs in the Greater Grand Crossing neighborhood known as 
Pocket Town. How a fourth-grader who played peewee football and loved to dance to Chris Brown rap songs ended 
up there with fatal bullet wounds in his chest, back and hand, no one seems to know If they do, they’re not saying. 



But the tragic murder of another child 
in the city has once again left a community 
mourning, parents seeking answers, and a na- 
tion once again wondering what’s going on in 
Chicago. 

“He just didn’t make it,” Brandi Murry said 
Thursday standing in front of a red brick two- 
flat, steps away from the backyard where her 
son was fatally shot a day earlier. “I’m praying 
for the whole city right now I don’t want no 
other parent to ever go through this. I feel 
your pain. It’s bad and it hurts so much.” 


Shootings are not uncommon in this low- 
income African-American community where 
a stretch of 71st Street was renamed Emmett 
Till Drive in memory of the 14-year-old Chi- 
cago boy who was lynched in Mississippi in 
1955 for allegedly whistling at a white woman. 

There have been at least seven other homi- 
cides in Greater Grand Crossing this year, but 
residents are baffled by this one, which one 
called the “execution of a child.” 

What people in this South Side neighbor- 
hood do know is that the 71st Street viaduct 


near South Kimbark Avenue and the railroad 
tracks above it are dangerous places. Any- 
one looking for trouble, they said, can find it 
there. 

“That viaduct has always been the dividing 
line between gangs,” said Will Layton, 38, who 
has lived in Pocket Town all his life. “Even 
when I was growing up, we knew not to go 
east of the viaduct. But what we have now is 
not a gang war, it’s just irresponsible kids and 
too many guns in irresponsible hands.” 

Law enforcement sources said a dispute 


between two factions of the Gangster Dis- 
ciples— one dubbed “Pocket Town” and an- 
other “Sircon City”— recently flared up in the 
neighborhood. 

Police said Antonio was not in a gang, but 
would not rule out the possibility that he 
might have been the intended target. 

Police still were looking into how he end- 
ed up behind the apartment building in the 
1200 block of East 71st Street. At least four 
shell casings were found in the yard near 
where Antonio was shot, suggesting that the 
gunman likely opened fire from inside the 
yard, a law enforcement source said. 

As of Thursday night, there had been no 
arrests, and no description of a suspect had 
been released. 

Some residents guessed that Antonio, who 
moved to the neighborhood from Englewood 
with his mother only a few months ago, might 
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Antonio Smith

not have known about the gang boundar- 
ies and could simply have been in the wrong 
place when gunfire erupted. 

Murry, 34, could not bring herself to walk 
into the backyard where her son was found. 

“I wanted to know where he took his last 
breath,” Murry said. “I am numb.” 

Antonio lived with his mother, 13-year-old 
sister and an older brother in an apartment in 
the 1100 block of east 73rd Street. According 
to Murry, Antonio had run out of the house 
not long before the shooting, angry that he 
couldn’t have some cake. 

“I know he was a little upset with me. He 
was in trouble. He asked me for something, 
and I told him no,” she said. 

She began looking for him on the way home 
from work because “I didn’t want my son to 
go outside like that. He was never outside like 
that.” 

When she got home from work, officers 
were waiting for her, she said. They showed 
her a picture of her son and said he was at 
Comer Children’s Hospital, where he died an 
hour after being shot. 

Antonio’s stepfather Kawada Hodges, 39, 
led reporters to the backyard and pointed to 
the spot where he was told his son had been 
shot. 

Hodges said he believed that his stepson 
had been walking near the viaduct when 
gunfire rang out. The boy he thinks, started 
running and the space between the houses 
leading to the backyard was the first escape 
he saw. 

In this neighborhood, children are accus- 
tomed to running when they hear gunfire, 
according to 9 -year-old Akil Matthews, who 
lives east of the viaduct. 

“When I hear shots, it’s intimidating and 


it’s scary” said Akil, a fourth-grader who said 
he did not know Antonio. “Since I heard 
about it, I can’t get it out of my mind. People 
need to stop killing little boys.” 

Young men in the neighborhood said the 
railroad tracks provide an escape route for 
criminals. Sometimes, gunmen stand on top 
of the tracks and fire down. Or, after shooting 


under the viaduct, they climb up the 12-foot 
dirt and gravel hill and run away down the 
tracks. 

Helen Cross, 82, said she was sitting on her 
front porch as she often does in the afternoon 
when she heard what she thought was a car 
backfiring or kids playing with firecrackers. 


Then came the police helicopters and flash- 
ing blue lights. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I heard a 9 -year- 
old had been shot. I can’t imagine what he 
could have done that was so bad to cause 
someone to shoot him like that. It hurts my 
heart to talk about it,” Cross said. 

What also breaks Cross’ heart is the way 


the neighborhood has changed since she and 
her late husband arrived 50 years ago. They 
raised five girls and five boys in the four-bed- 
room house where she still lives. 

“They all knew to be home before dark, 
and if they weren’t here, my husband would 
be sitting on the step waiting for them,” 


Cross said. “The worst thing that happened 
around here during that time was when one 
of the neighbors got mad and shot his wife in 
the arm.” 

Just before sundown Thursday dozens of 
community members joined Antonio’s family 
in the backyard where he was shot. A young 
boy stood briefly at the front of the crowd, 
clutching a placard that said “I am Antonio 
Smith.” Several others held white balloons, as 
police detectives and officials looked on. 

“We’re here in outrage,” said the Rev Mi- 
chael Pfleger of St. Sabina Church, who or- 
ganized the rally “We’re in outrage because 
when you shoot a 9 -year-old boy in a dead-end 
alley it is indeed an execution. It is a hit, it’s 
not an accident, it’s not a drive-by This was an 
executed, direct hit on a child. 

“If you kill a child, you are a terrorist in 
our neighborhood, and we want you brought 
in, we want you turned in and we want you 
locked up.” 

Antonio’s mother declined to address the 
crowd. She grasped a young man and broke 
into heavy sobs as the family slowly left. 

Community and religious leaders donated 
a total of $13,500 as a reward for information 
leading to the shooter, Pfleger said. Mem- 
bers of the crowd paraded slowly through the 
neighborhood as the rally broke, leaving fliers 
on surrounding windshields and doorways. 

“Let us be clear, it’s a bounty,” Pfleger said. 

Earlier in the day, a group of young men 
stood at a bus stop waiting on the CTA’s 
No. 71. Shevelle Benard, 16, called the killing 
of a child senseless. 

“They knew this was a little boy You didn’t 
even have to ask his age,” said Benard, who 
said he’s a high school junior. “He’s not as tall 
as your belly button, he can’t do you no harm.”

Lollapalooza 
‘zombie’ biter in 
custody: police

A $15 million sports facility in Pullman that 
a local aldermen calls a “game changer” for 
young student-athletes on the South Side 
was endorsed Thursday by the Chicago Plan 
Commission. 

Although the nonprofit group building the 
facility still needs to raise up to $4 million for 
the Pullman Community Center, it hopes to 
break ground after securing expected City 
Council approval Sept. 10, said David Doig, 
president of Chicago Neighborhood Initia- 
tives. If all goes as planned, it would open in 
September 2015, he said. 

“It’s one of a kind in this region, and I re- 
ally believe that once it’s up and operational, 
you will start seeing a different caliber of kids 
as far as talent in sports coming out of Chi- 
cago and the surrounding area,” Aid. Anthony 
Beale (9th) told plan commissioners. “I really 


think this is a game changer for the city of 
Chicago.” 

Had the Jackie Robinson West team mem- 
bers playing in the Little League World Series 
been able to practice at such facility the boys’ 
skills would have been even better, said Beale, 
who is a Little League and high school base- 
ball coach and worked with some of the play- 
ers on the team. 

“I’m not taking anything away from our 
Jackie Robinson team because they are out- 
standing, but they could have been fabulous 
if they could have been working year-round,” 
said Beale, noting the Las Vegas team that al- 
ready has qualified for the U.S. title game can 
play year-round because of the local climate. 

With the new facility “you won’t see a 
30 -year span between now and the next time 
we get to the Little League series,” Beale said. 
“Now you may see a couple of years in be- 


tween. Some teams go back every year.” 

The 136,000-square-foot facility 
would be built on 13 acres near 103rd 
Street and Woodlawn Avenue, near a 
Wal-Mart that sparked local develop- 
ment in a struggling area where a Meth- 
od cleaning products plant is being built. 

It would include three indoor fields 
that could be used for baseball, football, 
soccer and lacrosse, along with three 
basketball courts that also could be used 
for tennis or volleyball. The structure 
would include three meeting rooms for 
children to receive tutoring or for adults 
to hold events at night. 

“It will give kids on the South Side 
not only an opportunity improve their 
sports skills, but also a place to go after 
school, a place to get off the streets and 
do something positive,” Doig said.

Police may have found the Lollapalooza 
“zombie” who bit a concertgoer and tussled 
with another at the three-day music festival in 
Grant Park. 

Sergio Vicenteno, 33, of the 1400 block of 
South Michigan Avenue, has been charged 
with biting a Wicker 
Park man while he 
was watching an Arc- 
tic Monkeys concert 
Aug. 1, the first eve- 
ning of the festival. 

Days after the bit- 
ing incident, Ben 
Lenet, 29, told Red- 
Eye he was enjoying the music when a strang- 
er bit him hard on the left forearm, breaking 
skin, before tackling Lenet’s friend, also 29, to 
the ground. The attacker then walked away 

Lenet likened the event to a sort of “zom- 
bie” attack when he posted photos of his in- 
juries on Reddit on Aug. 4, in hopes of hear- 
ing from witnesses to the attack and possibly 
finding the man responsible. 

Lenet said he was treated and released from 
the hospital the same day, but needed preven- 
tative treatment for HIV and Hepatitis. 

Vicenteno was arrested at the 2nd District 
police station Wednesday after meeting with 
detectives there, according to court records. 
He was charged with two counts of aggravat- 
ed battery at a public venue. 

Vicenteno was arraigned at the Cook 
County Criminal Courthouse on Thursday 
afternoon and a judge ordered him held in lieu 
of $60,000 bond. 

Reached on Thursday, Lenet declined to 
comment.

Tollway to return $2.2M

With about $2.2 million sitting in 
50,000 inactive I-Pass accounts, the Illinois 
Tollway said Thursday it wants to give the 
money back to customers. 

Although most dormant accounts average 
from $31 to $45, about 500 customers have 
as much as $100 or more, and one contains 
$1,485, the Tollway said. 

The agency is making a “last-ditch effort” to 
return the money or hear from customers; oth- 
erwise it is required by law to turn the money 
over to the state treasurer’s office, Tollway Ex- 
ecutive Director Kristi Lafleur said. 

“It’s nice to find $31 you didn’t know you 
had,” Lafleur said. “It’s not huge dollars, but 
we’re trying to get the money back to its 
rightful owners.” 

The Tollway said that over the next several 
weeks, letters will be sent to the last known 
addresses of customers with inactive I-Pass 
accounts containing balances of $10 or more 
that have been inactive for at least the past 
seven years. 


The letters will inform customers they will 
need to reactivate or close their accounts to 
get a refund for the remaining balance and 
transponder deposits. 

Customers who do not take any action by 
Oct. 1 will have their accounts closed and the 
remaining balances transferred to the state 
treasurer’s I-Cash program, which attempts 
to return unclaimed property to owners from 
inactive bank accounts, safe deposit boxes, 
utility deposits, insurance policies, paychecks 
and more. 

Lafleur said it’s possible the leftover money 
belonged to people who are dead or moved 
out of state and have neglected to close their 
accounts. 

The Tollway said 5 million active transpon- 
ders have been issued to 3.6 million active 
I-Pass accounts. 

The Tollway said customers who want to 
keep their I-Pass accounts open or have ques- 
tions can call the agency at 800-UC-IPASS 
(800-824-7277), or find more information at

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Coolers 101 

W hether you're heading out for an afternoon picnic or a five- 
day camping trip, one essential for keeping your beer cold 
— or your perishables unperished — is a cooler. And it's 
high time you learned the right way to pack one. 


Give it a bath 

When was the last time you washed your 
cooler? Before or after every trip, haul 
that bad boy to the tub and wash it, in- 
side and out, with warm water and soap. 
Prop it open to dry so it doesn't 
get musty. 

Pre-chill 

Make good use of your refrigerator 
while you've got it handy and cool all 
of your food and beverages before they 
go in the cooler. That way, the cooler 
doesn't have to do any extra work. If 
you're carrying bottles of water or juice, 
freeze them in advance, and they'll stay 
colder longer and act as bonus ice packs. 
Don't forget to throw a few ice cubes 
in the cooler an hour or two before you 
intend to pack it, to get the cooler itself 
cooled off. 


Plastic is your friend 

Pack all food in leak-proof plastic con- 
tainers to prevent cross-contamination. 
This is especially important for raw meat 
and seafood. If you're carrying a lot of 
these, a separate cooler might 
be worthwhile. 

Pack smart 

Items you're going to use last go in first, 
and so on, up to the very first thing 
you're going to want when you arrive. 
Consider having one cooler for food and 
one for drinks. You'll be opening the 
beverage cooler a lot more often, and 
the food cooler will stay, well, cooler. 

Fill it up. 

A full cooler stays cold longer. Once your 
food and drinks are stowed away, add 
enough ice to fill the cooler to the brim. 
Or use ice packs, which have the benefit 



of not melting into messy water. When 
your ice does melt, don't drain the water 
unless you've got fresh ice to add, as that 
water will stay colder than the warm air 
that would replace it. 

Store it in the shade 

As much as possible, keep your cooler in 


the shade — or at least out of the sun. 

No shade? Throw a light-colored blanket 
over it. If you're at the beach, you can 
partially bury it in the sand. The sun 
beating down wants to melt your ice and 
make your beer warm. Don't let it.

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MARK DUPLASS AND CHARLIE MCDOWELL TALK RELATIONSHIPS, LIES AND SPOILERS

M ark Duplass discovered how damaging spoilers can be when he went 
to see “The Crying Game” at age 14. “It took me like two weeks to 
get to the theater, so I had held off {knowing] everything,” says the 
37-year-old star of “The One I Love” at the James Hotel. “Literally right as the 
lights went down, the woman in front of me leaned over to her husband and was 
just like— and I’m not going to say it here for people who haven’t seen it— but 
was like, 'Don’t worry when this happens, it’s not that graphic.’ And I was like, 
‘Un{bleep]ingbelievable! I’ve been trying to hold this for two weeks!’ ” 


“The One I Love,” opening Friday, doesn’t 
have a twist of “Crying Game” proportions. 
But Duplass (who’s married to his “The 


League” co-star Katie Aselton) and 31-year- 
old, first-time feature director Charlie Mc- 
Dowell (son of Malcolm McDowell) are smart 


to want viewers to experience the unusual, 
insightful romantic drama without know- 
ing too much beforehand. The basics: Ethan 
(Duplass) and Sophie (Elisabeth Moss) go to a 
retreat recommended by their therapist (Ted 
Danson, McDowell’s stepdad) to repair their 
marriage, and also discover something very 
unexpected. 

By the way Duplass (recently in “Tammy” 
and “The Mindy Project”) didn’t speak up to 
the woman who ruined “The Crying Game”: 
“I was 14. 1 was scared of adults.” 

“The One I Love” addresses the issue of 
allegedly presenting the best version of 
yourself at the beginning of a relationship. 


To what extent can first dates be seen as a 
degree of false advertising? 

Mark Duplass: In my experience they are 
usually that way To a large degree. 

Charlie McDowell: They’re only that way 
MD: There are occasionally these couples 
that you meet that they’re like, “Oh, we were 
friends for like five years, and then we got to- 
gether.” And I’m like, “I think that might be 
the way to do it.” You kind of sneak in there 
without any of the faking going on. When I 
met my wife Katie, it was through friends of 
friends and it was on New Year’s Eve, and I 
had just kind of had a mutual breakup with 
this girl a couple of months before, and {Ka- 
tie} was asking me about it. And I remember 
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Magic in the moonlight 


Like a more intimate 
companion to 
2012’s “Safety Not 
Guaranteed,” “The 
One I Love” likewise 
stars Mark Duplass 
and is a metaphysical 
romantic drama 
with an offbeat 
sense of humor. It’s 
insightful, strange 
and engrossing even 
when it’s silly It’s the 
first movie in awhile 
I didn’t want to stop 
thinking about, and couldn’t if I tried. 

Ethan (Duplass, “The League”) and Sophie 
(Elisabeth Moss of “Mad Men”) used to be 
happily married. They’re still married, but 
the trust is gone. He cheated on her. She’ll 
decide when she can move on, and that 
time isn’t now Their therapist (Ted Danson) 
suggests they try a retreat in California, 
where the couple finds a guesthouse with 
a book featuring smiling couples and 
comments like, “Back in love.” This is where 
things get odd, and it’s better if you don’t

know why 

Here’s what I will say: The couple tries to 
perceive their situation as a trust exercise, 
not a “Twilight Zone” episode. They attempt 
to compartmentalize their troubles, but 
that’s easier said than done. It’s refreshing for 
a movie to actually recognize the challenge of 
moving past a big roadblock in a relationship 
(most stories add up to “Just let it go”). 

Writer Justin Lader and director Charlie 
McDowell have tough things to say about 
monogamy and coping with mistakes: You 
can move forward, but there might not be 
anything waiting ahead. You aren’t the same, 
and neither is the other person. 

Do we prefer a perfect imitation or 
flawed reality? The clever, creative “The 
One I Love” explores this concept in away 
superior to the overrated “Certified Copy” 
and ‘American Hustle.” Though a certain 
inevitability to the storytelling makes you 
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wonder how frequently this complicated 
scenario— which isn’t fully explained and 
shouldn’t be— unfolds the way it does here. 

Yet it’s a real talker, at times feeling like 
Charlie Kaufman adapting “The Game.” 
Playing difficult roles, Duplass is very good 
and Moss is even better. Where “I Origins” 
used an animal-based metaphor to say 


something twinkly about belief, “The One 
I Love” turns it into a challenge. Can we 
embrace the unexplainable, especially if it’s 
an opportunity for happiness?

Tourism must be 
struggling in Sin City 
Virtually the only 
entertainment (not 
including prostitu- 
tion and drinking) is 
watching one woman 
(Jessica Alba) dance 
on a bar ad nauseam. Every girl in town is 
gorgeous, but most are killers. The guys are 
violent brutes unable to control their im- 
pulses. But, uh, the black-and-white skyline 
makes for a romantic stroll down dark alleys? 

I’m thinking about this while “Sin City: A 
Dame to Kill For,” the long-awaited sequel 
to 2005’s awesome “Sin City” only sort of 
holds my attention. The follow-up is gripping 
at a glance and meandering at full attention. 
Analyze it deeply and you’ll find little at the 
bottom. Its predecessor’s electricity? Turned 
down. 

On that note: Though it feels like it came 
out forever ago (Josh Hartnett, Marley Shel- 
ton and the awful Alexis Bledel co-starred), 
Robert Rodriguez and Frank Miller’s previ-

ous adaptation of Miller’s graphic novels isn’t 
dated at all. It still looks great— grimy and 
authentically hard-boiled. It’s entertainment 
with flair, as visual creativity is underscored 
with the good sense that just because tough 
guys want to take care of beautiful women 
doesn’t mean all the ladies need the men for 
protection. 

Part 2, another collection of vignettes, 
doesn’t quite jell. Joseph Gordon-Fevitt 
effectively glares as Johnny a slot machine 
master who can shuffle with one hand but 
learns why you don’t embarrass sleazy Sena- 
tor Roark (Powers Boothe). Rosario Dawson 
kicks more ass as Gail, and Jessica Alba 
makes Nancy into more than just abs. There 
are some substitutions: Josh Brolin strongly 
takes over for Clive Owen as Dwight, but Ja- 
mie Chung isn’t as piercing a Miho as Devon 
Aoki. Same goes for Dennis Haysbert step- 


ping in for the late Michael Clarke Duncan 
as Manute. Also, Marv (Mickey Rourke) has 
grown morally careless, killing a cop who did 
nothing wrong, and Jeremy Piven disinte- 
grates the sense of place as a loudmouth 
officer, turning noir into “Entourage.” 

Sporadically this “Dame” sizzles, especially 
in the dialogue— Dwight summarizes a fight 
against Manute with, “I punch a vault door; 


it doesn’t fall down.” Yet viewers’ primary 
discussion point may be the frequently naked 
Ava (Eva Green), who’s only pretending to be 
vulnerable; men are her puppets, her curves 
pull the strings. 

Sin City may be warped and a little stale, 
but it remains a familiar, semi-intriguing 
place where love and desire can make a fool 
of almost anyone.

This movie is so bad I 
sort of can’t believe it. 

In the appalling “If 
I Stay,” a guaranteed 
Oscar winner if the 
Academy adds a cat- 
egory for Movie Most 
Likely to Mislead 
Viewers About Comas, Mia (Chloe Grace 
Moretz) has an out-of-body experience that 
doesn’t just allow her to see herself lying on 
the surgery table and in a hospital bed. She 
sprints down hospital hallways, eavesdrops 
on conversations and gives herself a pep talk 
about why she should live. It might be the 
most ridiculous on-screen device since Sao- 
irse Ronan argued with the alien being inside 
her body in “The Host.” 

After the less-horrendous “The Giver,” 
this marks two consecutive weeks that bad 
YA adaptations (“If I Stay” comes from the 
novel by Gayle Forman) have forced me to 
mention “The Host.” I feel nauseated. 

When Purgatory Mia isn’t giving bizarrely 
unemotional reactions to hospital news— 
Moretz, normally very good, has never 
seemed so lost— inept director R.J. Cutler 
shows Mia’s life before her tragic car accident. 
Her cello skills catch the eye of Adam (Jamie 
Blackley), an 1 8 -year-old who behaves and 
talks like a 28 -year-old womanizer. “You can’t

hide in that rehearsal room forever,” he tells 
Mia. “It’s too late. I see you.” All dialogue in 
this disaster is like that: goopy and phony 

Adam, whose band is taking off, never con- 
siders leaving Portland, Ore., even though 
his career would benefit from a move to New 
York, where Mia may attend Juilliard. He 
freaks about the potential of a long-distance 
relationship, even though he’s been on tour 
for a year and things are fine. This is the sort 
of horribly written movie where a teenage 
rock star isn’t at all tempted on the road. Mia 
and Adam also compare getting it on to musi- 
cal dynamics, which is as erotic as a tuba solo. 

Featuring a song by the Orwells and a 
Swedish/Norwegian cover of Beyonce’s 
“Halo,” the manipulative, visually ugly film 
is utter nonsense. A doctor watches Mia as 
she’s wheeled into the operating room and 
declares, “If she wants to live, she better start 
fighting.” Another leans over Mia and com- 
ments that it’s up to her if she lives or dies. 

For future reference, a life-threatening injury 
is a slightly more serious topic than a choose- 
your-own-adventure book or Buster’s hilari- 
ous fake coma on ‘Arrested Development.”

Imperfect but resilient 


Like its title, the real 
life-inspired “When 
the Game Stands 
Tall” is earnest and a 
bit corny If not for 
2011’s great, Oscar- 
winning documen- 
tary “Undefeated,” 
which also featured a life-changing football 
coach, that probably would have been the 
title of this sports drama. I mean, “When the 
Game Stands Tall”? As opposed to “When 
the Game Lies Down in the Fetal Position”? 

The football team at Northern California’s 
De La Salle High School won 151 consecu- 
tive games from 1992-2004. That’s unheard 
of, and a major accomplishment. On the one 
hand, it feels strange that “When the Game 
Stands Tall” ignores any roadblocks during 
that historic run. Other than the firm ideals 
of soft-spoken coach Bob Ladouceur (Jim 
Caviezel, boring) and the program attracting 
talented players, it’s hard to grasp how all 
those wins — not just wins; demolitions — 
were accumulated. 

Still, it would have been misguided 
to make the movie all about the record, 
since Ladouceur and his assistant coach 
Terry Eidson (Michael Chiklis) repeatedly 
emphasize that it’s only a game and streaks 
don’t matter to them. Much of the movie 
observes the players attempting to pick up 
the pieces after the amazing run ends. That

includes Chris (Alexander Ludwig of “Lone 
Survivor”), whose stereotypically intense dad 
really wants him to break the state scoring 
record, and Danny (Matthew Daddario), 
the coach’s son who complains that he gets a 
coach when he needs a father and vice-versa. 
(Commence eye-rolling.) 

Director Thomas Carter’s only other 
big-screen features this century are 2005’s 
“Coach Carter” (not about himself) and 
2001’s “Save the Last Dance.” The guy 
likes inspiration and doesn’t do subtlety 
The rousing “When the Game Stands Tall” 
bounces between something that works and 
something that doesn’t— a promising player 
being shot and killed just before heading to 
play at the University of Oregon seems like 
a “Boyz n the Hood” rip-off, except it really 
happened. Lines like, “My husband’s turning 
your son into a man” are gag-worthy but 
Laura Dern (as Ladouceur’s wife) is always 
compelling. 

And the message is clear: Bonds come 
through emotion, not just adrenaline. Char- 
acter and effort count for a lot. I like where 
“When the Game Stands Tall” goes, though I 
don’t like all of how it gets there. Clear eyes, 
full hearts, narrow victory

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Lapping up summer 

What to know before taking your pet to the dog beach 


By Gwendolyn Purdom i redeye 
The weather hasn’t been exactly ideal for 
beachgoing lately, but on a recent Mon- 
day morning, the sunken strip of sand 
along West Lawrence Avenue was packed. 
Chances are, though, that these visitors 
weren’t working on their tans. 

While it’s open year-round, peak season 
is winding down at Montrose Dog Beach 
as well as at the city’s other dog-friendly 
lakefront areas at nearby Foster Beach and 
Belmont Harbor. “I love the freedom it 
gives the dogs,” said Abbey Levine, 37, who 
lives in Lakeview and brings her 6 -year-old 
yellow lab, Cooper, to Montrose Dog Beach 
two or three times a week. “My dog gets lots 
of room to run around.” 

RedEye talked to Levine and other dog- 
beach regulars, as well as officials, about 
what to know before you and Fido dip your 
paws into the last waves of summer. 


lematic, Levine says — retractable leashes 
especially have been known to tangle up 
and clothesline excited animals. 

» It's not happy hour: Larry Rose, 46, who 
brings dogs to the beach daily with his 
dogcare business Another Ruff Day, said he 
likes meeting new people there, but advised 
against turning your visit into a purely social 
one. Janis Taylor, who oversees the city’s 
dog-friendly areas for the Park District, rec- 
ommends checking in with your dog at least 
every 10 minutes. “It says to the dog, ‘I’m 
here, I’m watching you,’ and that way it also 
calms the dog down,” Taylor said. “When 
the dog is overexcited, that’s when you have 
problems.” 

» Don’t be That Guy: Clean up after your 
dog. Because, c’mon. Plus, not doing so can 
result in a fine of up to $500 from the city. 


» Play it safe: The Chicago Park District 
requires any animal visiting a dog- friendly 
beach to have a current DFA (dog-friendly 
area) tag from a vet, which shows the dog is 
healthy current on its immunizations and 
free of any communicable diseases. Any dog 
in heat or with a history of aggression tech- 
nically is prohibited, but beachgoers pointed 
out that even animals who haven’t previously 
been violent may get riled up, especially 
by small dogs that can resemble prey Be 
prepared to intervene if you see any pooch 
cowering or being chased by multiple dogs. 

» Avoid rookie mistakes: It may sound nice 
in theory, but a beach filled with unleashed 
dogs probably is not the best place to spread 
out a tasty picnic. Leashes also can be prob- 


» Know your dog beach style: Paul Marin- 
aro, 40, said he and his 8 -year-old border 
collie-shepherd mix, Titus, prefer the 
mellow vibe at Foster Dog Beach to the 
more crowded sands of Montrose. On this 
particular morning, the two were the only 
ones there. “Here, you’ll get, at the most, 

20 people,” said Marinaro, a jazz musician 
who lives in Edgewater. 

» Bring towels: Remember, your furry friend 
likely will bring part of the beach home. Sandy 
fur, muddy pawprints and that oh-so-wonder- 
ful wet dog smell come with the territory so 
be prepared. For Levine, knowing how much 
Cooper loves his lakeside playtime makes the 
trip worth it. “It’s doggy heaven,” she said.
